Astronomy Day launched today 


Displays by Odetics, Rockwell, NASA, JPL and space aware groups

Space exploration will be the theme for National Astronomy Day to be 
neld today and Saturday at SAC. 
lessmann Planetarium assistant director John Goerger said of the 
ent, “Special displays in the field of astronomy and space sciences will 
ce available for public viewing in the planetarium museum.” 

Goerger, coordinator of the program, suggested, “Earth's greatest 
esource can be space, the next frontier.” Seeking those with a pioneer 
spirit, SAC’s day to delve into the sky above us in scientific terms will 
hecur between 9 and 3 on Friday and 9 and 6 on Saturday. 
A special free planetarium show scheduled for 1:30 p.m. Friday will be 
)pen to the general public. This Rare Earth and The Final Frontier deals 
vith space exploration. Rare photographs of Mars and Venus and an 
mphasis on the futuristic, re-usable space shuttle are highlighted. 
Maginative in his presentation, Goerger depicts the sights of the 
nidnight skies with the accompanying background guitar music of John 
Jenver’s melodious, searching song Calypso. 

Tessmann is the largest planetarium in Orange County and will house 
isplays for the two-day period dealing with current research and 
evelopment of space exploration. The college museum will be used for 
ecture areas. 

Expected to be on hand will be representatives from several space- 

related companies. Goerger noted that Odetics of Anaheim will have 
isplays and photographs. Odetics handles the tape recorders for the 
pace shuttle and will have pictures of the 90-inch space telescope for 
1986, 
“Odetics opened approximately 10 years ago as a direct result of the 
pace program,” Goerger explained. “The space program opened up 
nore jobs than anyone ever expected.” He went on, “An increase in 
bovernment expenditure in the program now could bring about the same 
‘pe of job increase in the field.” 

Odetics is also making available a “getaway special” for those with 
eas concerning experiments aboard the space shuttle. Goerger advises 
hose interested to contact the SAC planetarium.

The ocean is his front door. 

An array of bronzed bodies lies below his house on 
stilts. 

With the eye of a watchdog, he scopes the waters for 
a victim who has fallen into the curse of the seas. 

He’s the ever-present guardian of the California 
swimmer and surfer--he’s a lifeguard. 

Jack Sorg, a SAC swim team member and 500 and 
1,650 yard freestyle conference champion, protects 
the sands of Newport Beach. Out of the water, the 23- 
year-old Sorg is a computer science major, but in the 
summer you'll most likely find him atop a tower. 

“It’s not your run of the mill job,” confesses Sorg. 
“It’s very social in a way. That’s why I enjoy it.” 

“It’s really interesting to talk to people and you can 
generate conversation with almost anyone you want.” 

With hesitation and a chuckle, he admitted that 
being a lifeguard does have an advantage with women 
(or with men if you're a female guard.) 

Sorg, with his already russet coloration, added, 
“And, it’s a great way to get a good healthy tan, which 
can be very attractive.” 

Sounds like the ideal job for all who are currently 
applying for vacation employment. 

However, being a lifeguard is notan easy task, Sorg 
emphasized, as he explained that one must be “a quick 
swimmer, strong and also be capable in the water.” 

“One must meet certain qualifications before even 
being considered for the position,” Sorg said. 

Between 90 and 110 people take part in the initial 
tryout, which is a 1000-yard ocean swim. “That's in 
water which is 56° and that’s pretty cold,” Sorg added. 

After a 200-yard run, 200-yard swim, 200-yard run, 
the top 30 finishers are interviewed. Twenty-four 
finalists take part in the last step which is in-service 
training. Six to eight people are hired from this 


training session which lasts 56 hours and consists of 


extensive training in emergency procedures, sea life 
and weather conditions. 

Sorg, who has been swimming since the age of five, 
says he had never thought about being a lifeguard 
when he was young. However, he recalled. “I do 
remember what a pain I used to be to the lifeguards. 


for tours upon request and reservation,” Goerger stated. 

The museum of Science and Industry in Los Angeles will have displays 
as well as a group knownas O.A.S.1.S. which is a society concerned with 
advancement of space industrialization. They will have representatives 
who will be answering questions concerning their membership, which is 


open to all, Goerger said. 


Tessmann Planetarium will have its telescopes available and its 
assistant director will be present for commentary and to answer 


questions. 


“The main accents will be on the subjects of astronomy, the space 
shuttle and space colonization,” he explained. “The O.A.S.LS. group will 
be focusing on the necessity to have persons living in space.” 

“We'd like to inform the general public and make them more aware of 
our capacity to be able to invade and inhabit outer space,” Goerger 


concluded.

“I became serious about swimming in high school 
and was on the swim team. I was alsoa wrestler which 
really came in handy because of all the types of carry- 
techniques a lifeguard uses in rescuing.” Sorg stated. 

The tanned SAC swimmer normally puts in an 
eight-hour day. “I usually work 10 to 3 which are the 
basic summer hours for a lifeguard. A lifeguard’s 
starting pay is about $5.35 per hour,” he added. 

When asked about the dangerous aspects of his job, 
Sorg recalled, “I thought | was going to die the first 
time I went to make a rescue. It was a big surf day and 
Thad to make a rescue close tosome rocks. I thought | 
would be driven right into them.” 

A rather common fear of people who swim in the 
ocean is the question, “Are there sharks?” 

“People always ask me this.” said Sorg. “To my 
knowledge there has never been a shark attack at 
Newport Beach, but there are sharks.” 

Sorg, who has been a beach guard for a year, went 
on to explain that the sands are also protected by 
guards in jeeps, boat guards who man rescue vessels 
and, of course. headquarter guards. 

“Tam usually responsible tor approximately 70 
persons at one time -- early spring when the water Is 
still pretty cold. The lifeguard towers overlap, so it’s 
hard to be totally correct.” The stands have telephones 
for communication purposes and some even have 
P.A. systems. 

Will Sorg remain-a lifeguard? 

“It’s an ideal job while going to school.” he said. 
Eventually Vll be transterring to a four-vear school. | 
imagine Illalways swim, P’ve done it for so long. Like 
someone who runs to stay in shape. | swim.” 

Sorg says sitting in.an elevated chair on the sands 
makes him feel like the most visible person on the 
beach. But he added, “It pretty much tempers the way 
you act also.” 

“People have an inaccurate stereotype of us.” he 
complained. “Swimmers come in all different 
personality types.” 

And what ever happened to the white-nosed lite- 
guards? “That’s bad news. [hat zine oxide removes 
your skin too when it is taken off.” 

So much for the myths about this key Calitornia 
profession.

Sources researched 
at energy forum

On television, ‘America’s 
energy needs” is one of Bob Hope’s 
favorite subjects, but it’s no joke. 
He is serious as were the guest 
speakers at the recent Energy 
Forum on April 17. 

Fuel needs are so complex and 
unique that only a few people 
really understand them. America 
uses more energy than any other 
country. It has become alarmingly 
dependent on foreign oil to operate 
from day to day. 

To demonstrate this fact, the 
first speaker, Richard Topping of 
Sun Tappers a Solar Company, 
dressed in a costume right out of 
“Lawrence of Arabia” and stated 
dryly that this is what the well- 
dressed landlord will soon be 
wearing. 

Having made his point, he 
removed the outfit and got down 
to. the case at hand -- solar energy 
and its place in our future. 

“After a person pays for solar 
energy equipment and installation, 
it’s free. It’s like owning your own 
little utility company, and it’s very 
nice and clean,’ Topping 
informed. 

“Also there is a high solar tax 
credit of 55 percent for the 
installation of equipment,” he 
stated. 

The Southern California Edison 
Company was represented by 
Edward Carter. He began with a 
quip. “Usually no one invites me 
anywhere, thev just tell me where 
to go.” 

He cautioned people of the 
inevitable rise of electricity rates, 
which will jump approximately 50 
percent by the end of the year. And 
he told of the possibilities of energy 
shortages. 

“Yes, we can have rolling 
blackouts,” he warned, “which is 
having electricity loads dropped in 
an area while raising the load in

Scrutinized in discussion by activist group

Love ... sex violence 
sadomasochism ..., these are the 
elements that degrade women as 
well as sell songs and products, 
according to the Women Against 
Violence Against Women 
(WAVAW) in a_ special 
presentation for SAC’s Women’s 
Week. 

On Tuesday, Diane Wesley, a 
representative for WAVAW, 
spoke toa mixed group of [8 about 
advertising that depicts unrealistic 
and distorted views of women. ~ 

WAVAW came into existence as 


another area.” 

What is Edison doing to help 
solve the energy problem facing 
everyone? 

“We are building a solar plant in 
Barstow. The cost for this project 
is $120 million. The sun-energized 
plant sits on 130 acres, but will be 
able to serve only 5,000 people.” 
Carter expressed. 

There is also the possibility of 
wind energy support stations being 
utilized. In the deserts near Las 
Vegas, a station is set up to receive 
a wind turbulence of approximate- 
ly 45 mph constantly, the electric 
company spokesman explained. 

Lastly, the Edison Company is 
working on coal gassification - 
extracting gas from coal. “You 
don’t burn the coal, but burn the 
gas taken from it,” he informed. 

Delivering a speech for Union 
Oil Research was Richard 
Stegemeier. “The energy shortage 
is not a one-time deal. It is a 
continuing, on-going  require- 
ment,” Stegemeier expressed. 

“We have an abundance of 
resources. It’s just that we have to 
go out and get them,” he stated. 

Such renewable sources listed by 
Stegemeier were geothermal 
energy, which is using heat being 
released from the earth usually in 
the form of water or steam; solar 
energy from the sun and energy 
produced by wind turbulence and 
waves and tides. 

Another new source he brought 
up was photocatalytic. This 
includes decomposing water to 
hydrogen and oxygen, using the 
hydrogen for fuel. 

Both Carter and Stegemeier 
agreed that the areas in which 
America has to turn would be coal 
and nuclear power. 

“America’s energy needs” have 
been discussed in lectures like this 
one over a five week period. Over 
450 junior colleges have partaken 
in these forums. 


a protest generated against an X- 
rated movie called Snuf, where a 
woman was depicted as being 
dismembered and murdered.

“Under APL (Assessment of Prior Learning), 
President Carter wouldn't get credit for his 
performance for Business 120,” said SAC’s head of 
Business Management, John Howe. 

What exactly is APL and why wouldn't the 
President qualify for his present economic policy- 
making? 

APL was described by Dr. Fran Williams, the 
program’s coordinator on campus, as “not being for 
everyone,” and is often confused with work 
experience. 

“With work experience, students get credit for work 
they are doing now, whereas, under this program, they 
are given units of credit for work done in the past,” Dr. 
Williams explained. 

According to the APL administrator, credit for 
learning can be received through life experiences such 
as someone who paints receiving credit for art. 
However, a person would not get credit for 
accounting just because he can balance a checkbook. 

To acquire the desired credits, a student would 
verify prior experience ina portfolio written under the 
direction of Dr. Williams in Guidance 141. The 
student would include letters from former employers, 
work published, documents proving that an 
applicable course was taken, etc. The completed 
portfolio would then be assessed by a team of 
instructors who would decide whether credit would be 
received or not. 

“This is not a give-away program. Just because a 
student asks for credit, it doesn’t mean that credit will 
be given,” stated Richard Brunell, dean of the 
Business Department. 

Esther O’Connor, 62, secretary-treasurer for BAF

Wesley. 


Vanderbilt jean commercials are 
a perfect example of the lots-of- 
hips-and-no-head technique in 
advertising. The commercial has 
most of the angles of a woman’s 
behind, but never shows her face. 

The WAVAW ideal is to raise 
the public consciousness to realize 
what is going on. “Education is the 
key, and not censorship,” stated 
Wesley. “It is also important that 
women reinforce each other and 
not continue to separate by diverse 
feelings of the proper stereotype.”

“Esther is an unusual case, but most people get 
credit for at least some of the classes they request,” Dr. 
Williams said. 

Brunell pointed out, “Had she taken those courses 
part-time through the traditional classes, it would 
have taken her three years instead of the one year 
spent in APL and she may have been too discouraged 
to try.”

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‘Battered Women’ seminar 
provides insights and hope

“If you leave, PH kill you!” 

Those few words are the key to why many women 
stay with a husband who beats them. They know the 
threat is more-often-than-not real. And statistics bear 
them out -- 33 percent of all female homicides are 
cases of men killing their wives. 

As part of SAC’s Women’s Week, Barbara 
Clippinger spoke about “domestic violence” last 
Monday. Clippinger is a community services director 
for the Women’s Transitional Living Center, a shelter 
tor battered females. 

The Orange-based shelter has been in operation 
since 1976 and has served over 1,500 women. 
Emphasizing the fact that battered wives come from 
all social and economic classes, Clippinger cited a 
psychiatrist's spouse and a minister’s wife as two of the 
women served by the shelter. 

Though the reality of wife abuse is well-hidden, it is 
estimated that 50 percent of all married women in 
California will be assaulted by their husbands at one 
time or another. In Orange County, where the suicide 
rate 1s above the national average, 9 out of 10 women 
who attempt suicide do so after an episode- of 
battering. 

Clippinger stated, “Leaving does not signal the end 
to a relationship.” The husband may track the wife 
down or children may be involved. 

Many women may sce this as a helpless situation 
and feel they cannot get away. Or, “they cannot 
realistically rely on protection from = the police, 
because if the husband ts arrested, he is usually out on 
bail in a couple of hours,” explained Clippinger. 

Children too are the victims of domestic violence. 
Whether they are abused physically or simply witness 


the incident, they are greatly affected. Often, in a 


‘family where the wife is beaten, the children -- boys 


and girls -- are sexually abused by the father. 

So what can a woman do? Does she have to try to 
“make it work” or “be a good wife?” Clippinger says 
there are two choices for the woman who wants to end 
battering: she can leave or she can get her husband 
into therapy. She stated emphatically, “The husband 
does not change without therapy.” 

If the woman chooses to leave. she can call the 
WTLC and receive up to 30 days of emergency shelter. 
Individual as well as group counseling is available 
along with referrals to the appropriate social agencies 
for assistance. 

Cost to the woman who seeks aid is $1 per day for 
her stay at WTLC and 25 cents per day for children. 
Clippinger added. “If she cannot afford it, the center 
will loan her the money and she can pay us back when 
she gets it.” 

A 24-hour hot line (992-1931) is provided for 
anyone needing help who has been a victim of 
domestic violence or rape. The very least that can be 
obtained is some much-needed moral support. 

Should a woman decide she wants to use the 
services provided by the center, she is asked not to tell 
anyone the location of the place and not to leave for 
the first three days. These cautions are Necessary to 
insure that irate husbands do not come to the shelter 
and hurt the women further. 

Clippinger believes that if you or someone you 
know has been the victim of battering, you should gel 
help now. Studies have shown once the battering 
begins, it almost always escalates. 

In many of the cases, the abuse ends only with the 
death of one of the family members.

Jarvis gets fatter 


AS services get thinner 


If you intend to continue your education, you may be in fora 
rude awakening if Proposition 9 succeeds. Howard Jarvis 'second 
crusade, if it fools the state of California, could turn it into a state 
of shock. 

No government surplus can come to the rescue this time. For 
two years the state has slurped up the remains of pre- Prop. 13 
prosperity in order to pay its debts. Not even Carter ‘sy new oll tax 
will be enough to keep the so-called “Jaws II” from devouring 
public services. 

Imagine, if vou will, what will happen to the average coliege 
student in this scenario. Barely able to supply his needs with an 
occupational grant, a UCI student receives notice that the aid has 
been obliterated. His $48 tax break (if he even gets that much) is 
expected to cover a $600 to $800 tuition. Now unable to afford the 
career program he has dedicated himself to for years, he doesnt 
have the experience to get a well-paying job. 

Abandoning the hope of a bachelor’s degree, our student friend 
comes to a newly-overcrowded SAC, bereft of its part-time staff 
because of budget cuts and missing teachers and equipment to 
accommodate the Prop. 9 victims. 

The college's cooperative education program, still relatively 
new, will be one of the first items to go, along with night courses 
and Saturday classes, thus stealing from full-time workers the 
opportunities to upgrade their skills or to better themselves as 
people.

800 meter relay comprised of Jackson, Hollins, William Steen and 
Tony Pitts also claimed a second place trophy during the meet. 

The West Coast Relays will be the only event separating SCC finals 
and the Southern California Championships on the Cerritos College 
track and field May 17 and 24. 

The Dons are going to go after OCC and Fullerton who barely 
defeated SAC in regular conference. Siddons said, “We're always 
going for first, but you have to realize that there are some good teams 
out there and we are not going to beat them all. That doesn’t mean we 
go in shooting for third.” 

In the women’s division, coach Howard Brubaker has been handing 
out “ ‘atta girl” certificates for deserving athletes not unlike Willie 
Stargell’s “Stargell Stars” on the world champion Pittsburgh Pirates. 
He said, “I give them as a small recognition of a job well done and 
occasionally at practice.”
